curing farther help againſt the adverſary, from all 
that believe, and truſt in GOD. 


The former“ was to ſhew what had BLASTED their 
victory: This, to ANIMATE, and RECOVER,

MMM Ccording to the Prophecy of Daniel, the 
GRAND S1GNIOR 1s tO come to his end, 
A N and none ſhall help him. (Dan. xi. 44, 45.) 
NN From other Scriptures, we conclude, the 
time is near at hand. From late provi- 
dences, that have brought the Ottoman Empire to 
the brink of ruin, we preſume the final overthrow of 
this grand AnTiCHRIST, and ENEMY or Gop, is 
now begun. As he that ruleth over all hath ſeen 
meet to begin this great defign by your nation, ſurely 
you are appointed no ſmall ſhare in its final comple- 
tion. Therefore, your conqueſt is certain. None 
can deliver him out of vour hand. | 
Wherefore then, is this late turn of affairs, this 
unexpected change in the Morea, which has well nigh 
undone all you have been doing? An enemy almoſt 
conquered, an army flying betore you; yet, with 
eaſe turn back, purſue their purſuers, and trample 
down, forces that ſeemed to have vanquiſhed them! 
Whatever Atheiſts think, or ſay of fortune, wiſe 
dom, walour, or ſecond cauſes of any kind; whether 
we know or know not, own or will not own, ftill it 
is The LORD that reigneth; and whatſcever he will, 
he doth in heaven and earth, He ſees, and he decides 
all things as pleaſeth himſelf. The race is not to the 
fſewift, nor the battle to the ſtrong. He looks down 
from above, makes weaknels become ſtrength, con- 
founds the beſt concerted meaſures, ſurpriſes us with 
events unthought of, and diſappoints human deſigns. 
Let then, my words be acceptable. Know you 
have offended him, 4 :/- defence was your ſield, and 
*who covered your heaa in ihe day of valtie, The Greeks, 
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delivered ſrom their iron yoke, were not content with 
victory, «but thirſted for blood: Inſtead of looking 
up for continued help, ſuppoſed their own arm ſuffi- 
cient, and bent their thoughts on revenge, for. inju- 
Ties received before they were born! Thus they ſtop- 
ped up their own way, loſt what they had gain'd, 
blaſted the proſpe& of future ſucceſs, and may have 
put a final end to the gracious deſigns of providence, 
who might otherwiſe, have wrought their entire de- 
liverance. 

But if GOD will yet be intreated—hearken, and 
let me plead. It is for GOD, for you, I ſtrive 
for victory againſt the blaſphemy of a ſhameful im- 
poſtor : Yet, I plead for humanity. Spare the effu- 
fon of human blood. Treat your captives with com- 
paſſion. Inſtruct them in the ChrittianKaith. Put 
away your own Idolatry and Superſtition. Embrace 
that Religion ny which is founded on SacRRD 
Weir. Let none be Lord of your Conſcience, but 
CaRisT,'the moſt high Gop. So ſhall it be well 
with you in this, and the world to come. 0
